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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed 1 1 April 

2003. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the fourth impurity 
region must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of. the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-13 disclose a source/drain region having a 

diode structure, where the first source/drain region has a first impurity region on 

substrate and a second impurity region inside first impurity region, where the second 
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impurity region includes a third impurity region in contact with first impurity region and a 
fourth impurity region formed in third impurity region. These limitations disclose four 
impurity regions and as shown in the drawings there are three impurity regions and 
therefore the claimed invention is not disclosed. Therefore it is unclear whether there 
are three or four impurity regions and if so how is the region formed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1 and 14-15, as far as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Choi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,330,187). 

Choi discloses a memory device (Fig. 1 ) that contains a floating gate electrode 
(340), a first source/drain region having a diode structure for controlling the potential of 
the floating gate, a second source/drain region (310) formed to hold a channel region 
between the first and second source/drain regions, where the first source/drain region 
includes a second conductivity type first impurity region (322) formed on the substrate 



(first layer) (300) and a first conductivity type second impurity region (320) formed in first 
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impurity region, where the first impurity region is formed on the overall region between 
the substrate and second impurity region. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 April 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In response to applicant's explanation of impurity regions as previously 
stated, applicant states that the first impurity region is 4a, the second impurity region is 
4b and 4c, the third impurity region is 4b and the fourth impurity region is 4c. How 
would one of ordinary skill in the art know that the second impurity region is 4b and 4c? 
Also the claims and the way the applicant describes the impurity regions is that there 
are four separate impurity regions and this limitation is not shown in the drawings or the 
specification. One cannot claim one region as impurity region 1 and then another 
region as impurity region 2 and then claim regions 1 and 2 as impurity region 3. In 
regards to the Choi reference, the source/drain region has a diode structure as can be 
seen in Fig. 2. Therefore the previously stated rejections stand.
